Albertan dated November 20, the following 
interesting statement is credited to Mr. Lloyd 
Jaeger, President of the Social Credit rome gestonase 
of Ontario:

mier, William Aberhart. In the first place, Mr.

And yet the 
cry of the “Insurgents” last Spring was “special 
legislation to establish Social Credit,” to. which 
cry Premier Aberhart listened, and brought forth 
this “special legislation.” 

Again, Mr. Jaeger. states. that Social Credit 
can be implemented “immediately.” Even when 
campaigning for election, Premier Aberhart was 
not so sanguine, He asked for eighteen months, 
and the eighteen months have lengthened into two 
years, and the two years into 27 months (so far). 

The President of the Social Credit Association 
of Ontario also points out that Social Credit can 
be installed by “those desiring to do so.” Gan it 
be that Premier Aberhart “does not desire to do 
so” or docs he find the Social . Credit theories 
which promise such a Utopia for all are not feas-

“There are persons who constantly clamor. 
They complain of oppression, speculation and the 
pernicious influence of accumulated wealth. They 
ery loudly against all banks and corporations and 
all means by which small capitalists become united 
™ in order to produce important and. beneficial 
results. 

“They carry on mad hostility against all es- 
tablished institutions. They would choke the 
fountain of industry and dry all streams. .In a 
country of unbounded liberty, they clamor against 
oppression. In a country where property is more 
evenly divided than anywhere else, they rend the 
air shouting alien doctrines. In a country where 
wages of labor are high beyond parallel, they 
would teach the laborer he is but an oppressed 
slave. 

“What can such men want? What do they 
mean? They can want nothing but to enjoy the 
fruits of the other man’s labor. They can mean 
nothing but disturbance and disorder, the diffu- 
sion of corrupt principles and the destruction of 
the moral sentiments and moral habits of society.” 

Yes, the man whe wrote this has been dead 
nearly 90. years, He was the great Daniel Webster. 


Journalism 


(From the Crossfield Chronicle) 


Journalism began with the men who lit bea- 
cons on hills to flash the news of victory or 
defeat for the nation: it developed with the 
bearer of the fiery cross and the break-neck gal- 
lop of the horseman across country; it shed a 
little of its action and expressed itself in the 
newsletter written in the old coffee houses. Yet 
whatever form in which journalism found expres- 
sion, there can be no doubt that its crusading 
and liberating power has benefitted millions of 
people, freed them from tyranny and oppression. 
That is why the press can never be muzzled— 
why its freedom of speech is the concern of every 
citizen. For the ethical journal, as no other med- 
jum, is vox populi—the voice of the people. 

Wheat is a seed that is planted and grown 
in the West, to keep the producer broke and the 
buyer crazy; the protein varies in content and 
the man who can guess the nearest strength of 
the protein is called a wheat grader by the public 
and something else by the farmer. 

The price of wheat is determined at primary 
markets and goes up when you have sold, and 
down when you have bought. 

A group of farmers sent a man to Edmonton 
to watch the wheat market and after a few days 
deliberations he wired them to this effect : 

“Some think it will go down, and some think 
it will go up. Whatever you do will be wrong; 
act at once.”

Women Wear Chiffon Hose in Winter?” Under-] 
néath was printed a very ill-advised letter writ- 


Miss Hind, in the name of all farm women, for 
taking up the cudgels on our behalf. 

1 am not sure if there is really anything to 
add, but being a farm Wotan, of whose sanity 
Mrs. F. has not a high opinion, I feel I must make 
myself heard on the subject, Personally I do not 
see any reason in the world why farm women 
should. not wear chiffon hose, if they can afford 
it, but, by the way, all is not chiffon that is called 
chiffon, and probably the “chiffon hose” in ques- 
tion were 29-cent rayon. ‘This lady seemed wor- 
ried that the farm women do not wear wool stock- 
ings and long-sleeved, etc., underwear. Why the 
heck should they? 

She was peeved because she gave a farm 
woman “two pairs of ‘fine woollen long-sleeved 
anderwear’,” and the wicked, middle-aged recipi- 
ent cut the sleeves off (I hope she did the same 
to the legs). My hat is off to her! We farm 
women have to wash up the dishes, the floors, the 
windows, the children, the clothes, the parapher- 
nalia of milking, and just think of the number 
of minutes we would waste daily, rolling up and 
down those long-sleeved undies! 

Ye gods and little fishes, don’t you know, 
dear lady of Vancouver, that the usual dress of 
a farm woman is the cheapest print obtainable, 
with short sleeves, and that, by the way, is be- 
causé it takes less stuff, and is practical, What 
would our neighbors say if we had long-sleeved 
undies adorning the lower portions of our arms? 
We keep our farm homes and. shacks warm—that 
is friend husband’s business, and good business it 
is. Wife and children can then keep warm in 
those gingham frocks, all he can afford. He, 
come what may, must be provided with good, 
sensible long-sleeved underwear, indispensable in 
view of the fact that he spends thrée-quarters of 
his day outside, whatever the temperature. 


Returning for a minute to that contentious 
pair of silk stockings, Dr. Hind suggests in her 
reply that, in all probability, there was a_ pair 
of fine, wool stockings underneath. Surely a pair 
of fine wool stockings would be an expensive as 
silk. I have never seen a farm woman doing her 
chores in silk stockings, but I have heard many 
say, “I’ve got two pairs of stockings on—if only 
1 could get another pair into my shoes I’d have 
another pair on,” and not silk at that! 

The kind lady from Vancouver .worries be- 
cause she considers the young folk wear next to 
nothing. Does she never read the papers? Doc- 
tors by the score have rushed into print, praising 
the scanty clothing worn by the majority of the 
female population, claiming it is much more 
healthful and sensible than the multiplicity of 
heavy clothing worn by the lords and masters of 
creation, 

Life is drab enough, heaven Knows, so why 
add to the burden of it by arraying ourselves in 
those soul destroying monstrosities known as 
“sensible, long-sleeved underwear”? 

Isn’t there something pathetically brave in a 
destitute woman trying to put on “a front.” She 
may find a bit of ribbon and tie up her haif with 
it. This is only a small thing, but it will prob- 
ubly raise her spirits and give her a sort of 
“Dutch courage,” hoisting, as it were, her small, 
personal flag of defence in the face of depression 
and drought. Will this not also help her hus- 
hand in his uphill fight? What is there more de- 
pressing than having to live with a drab, dishev- 
elled, discouraged, uncared-for female? 

Think of some of the beautiful work done 
by the farm women--their prettily embroidered 
snow-white aprons (just bleached flour sacks); 
their lovely, gay rugs, made of old bits of: dyed’ 
underwear (I hope they only use long-sleeved 
ones), and in the words of the auctioneer—“other 
articles too numerous to mention.” 

This charitable lady ends her letter by say- 
ing, “Let us send on the woollen stuff, and show 
them, at least, we have sense, if they haven’t.” 
Isn’t this a laudable attitude of mind in which to 
dispatch a gift? I was always brought up to be- 
lieve that “it is more blessed to give than to re- 
ceive.” We only pass through this world once, 
und we surely have the right to wear what we 
consider suitable, and to try and look aswell us 
Nature will allow us. If farm women dresséd 
unsuitably the hospitals would be full of farm 
women, dying of pneumonia. I don’t mind betting 
au dollar to a dime, that the premature deaths of 
farm women are due to a neglected (through lack 
of funds) cancer, overwork, or other preventible 
causes rather than to pneumonia, That is a 
luxury we cannot afford. 

Dr. Hind’s last paragraph is such a fine trib- 
ute to prairie women that I feel that I cannot 
bring this to a better close than by quoting it in 
full : 

“Prairie women are quite as noted for their 
sanity as they are for their courage, their in- 
genuity in making the best of what they have, 
and their determination not to accept relief, if it 
was humanly possible to do without it, and to get 
off it, and help someone clse at the earliest pos- 
sible moment.”

Geysers are found in regions 
were once volcanic. In 
Such régions there is still consid- 
erable heat near the surface of 
the earth, and it is this subter- 
ranean heat which causes the 
geyser to spout.

“By selfish and short-sighted 
husbandry, prairie farmers have 
mined their land and ruined ‘their 
soil. 

“Great Britain, therefore, can 
no longer rely upon Western 
Canada to supply her with food- 
stuffs; consequently, by means of 
tariffs and quotas, British far- 


,}mers must be protected and en- 


couraged to increase their home 
production of wheat and other 
foods.” \ 


These are studied statements 
that have been made recently 
over and over again by Mr. A. 
G. Street, former Manitoba home- 
steader, noted English farmer and 
distinguished writer of novels on 
agricultural subjects. 


Mr. Street’s articles appeared 
in the “Financial Post” of To- 
ronto, and in the “London Daily 
Telegraph”; they were broadcast 
by radio over Great. Britain and 
then published in the “Listener,” 
the British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration’s journal. 

I for one regard Mr. Street’s 
statements as a definite libel on 
Western Canada, and on our 
prairie farmers. The statements 
are simply untrue. 

Our .farmers are not soil min- 
ers—they are not ruining ‘the 
land-—they are good husbandmen.

EEE 
HIGH TAXES BOOST 
PRICE OF GASOLINE 

On the prices which prevailed 
in mid-summer of the current 
year, a buyer of gasoline paid 
27.83 cents in taxes every time he 
made a dollar purchase. Subject 
to negligible variations in price 
since that ime, this is the ratio 
which still holds. 

Put in another way, the total 
tax content per gallon was ‘7.8 
cents at a time when the average 
price to the consumer all over 
Canada was 28.03 cents a gallon. 

This figure includes only taxes 
which are capable of being easily 
determined, those that have to be 
directly charged by those hand- 
ling gasoline in one or the other 
of its various stagés on its way 
to the consumer. In freight bills, 
in motor trucking, in the dealer’s 
spread, and in perhaps half a 
dozen other ways, there are other 
forms of undetermined taxation 
which ordinary processes of com- 
putation cannot easily segregate. 
Were this possible, the total 
chargeable against each gallon of 
gasoline would be greater than 
78 cents a gallon. 

The price of gasoline varies in 
different provinces. It is these 
differences in cost to the con- 
sumer which result in the lower 
tax content per gasoline dollar 
in Alberia and Saskafchewan 
when compared with Ontario, in 
spite of the fact that the rate of 
gasoline tax in Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan is a cent higher.

Claims Speake: .

EDMONTON—Albertans were 
given a solemn warning last 
week by tha tan who, in 
effect, is head of the type of 
government that is much closer 
to the rank and file of the citi- 
zens of this province than is 
the Provincial Government. 
The man was Paul L. Farnalls, 
president of the Alberta Asso- 
ciation of Municipal Districts, 
which is the central "parlia- 
ment” of municipal councils 
throughout the province. 


“The vast amount of discus- 
sion of little-understood economic 
questions which has been going 
on in our province for the past 
several years has resulted in ut- 
ter confusion in the minds of 
many people and has created a 
spirit of uncertainty, unrest and 
‘itterness that has added greatly 
in the difficulty of municipal ad- 
ninistration,” Mr. Farnalls said 
at Edmonton in his presidential 


address to the annual convention 
of the association. 


“Some people,” he warned, 


“are today questioning the value 


of these institutions upon which 
our whole scheme of society is 
founded, and theories which in 
normal times would receive scant 
consideration are now being 
taken seriously in many quarters, 
It is yery evident that our edu- 
system - should devote 


Deal With Realities 


“Municipal men are forced to 
deal with realities, and few. of 
them have any doubts as to the 
soundness of the fundamental 
principles of democracy, that it 
has come to take them as a mat- 
ler of course, and to regara 
iemocracy as a natural and per. 
manent instiution. 

“We now have no assurance cf 
its permanence. If we do not 
prize its privileges and guard it 
with care, it-may siip away from 
us before we realize what has 
happened.” 

The Alberta Association of 
Municipal Districts is a_ strictly 
non-political organization; it shies 
away from any hint of party 
polities and its funetion. is noth- 
ing more than..to earry on muni- 
cipal government for the welfare 
of all the people of Alberta who 
reside in municipal districts. 

As Mr. Farnalls said, municipal 
men are forced to deal with reali- 
ties; when they sit in their coun- 
cil meetings at home, they must 
ineet the obligations of their 
municipal districts. sThey cannot 
slap more taxes upon the people 
of their districts, and they can- 
not pass legislation saying that 
they wil cut down the’ interest 
they owe, or that they will tax 
banks in their municipal districts, 
or that they will simply leave 
their_obligations for some other 
government to meet. 

They must face realities instead 
of monkeying with abstract theor- 
ies which they know are non- 
sensical but good political propa- 
ganda. And every man of ‘the 
900 delegates attending that con- 
vention in Edmonton knew that 
Mr. Farnalls was referring to the 
Aberhart government when he 
referred to the unrest and bitter- 
ness now rampant in Alberta, 
and to the theories which in nor- 
mal times would receive scant 
consideration but are now being 
taken seriously by .some people, 
and to the peril” of democracy 
slipping away from Alberta _ be- 
fore citizens realize what has 
happened. 

Speaker Is Applauded 

It was significant that the con- 
vention applauded Mr. Farnalls’ 
speech to the echo and then clect- 
ed him president of the associa- 
tion again for his. fifth consecu- 
live term in that office. 

Throughout the convention, in 
the many resolutions which re- 
flected condemnation of the pres-
